Thai is to say, 
milk In Us pansii^e from the cow to 
the consumer should enter a small 
number of vessel,1!, the fewer the bet- 
ter. 
The surface it touches lu these 


ve-sricls should be reduced an much as 
can be. and the openings lu these ves- 
sels should he as .small as itjo purpose 
will allow. Covers should tc.1 provided. 


Necessary exposure is 
limited to 


drawing milk from a clean cow with 
clean hands into a clean pall lu a clean 
bam. 
It. means straining iu a clean 


room into a clean receiving can. Short 
exposure 
means 
milking 
quickly, 


straining quickly, tllllug vessels quick- 
ly aud covering them Immediately. 
The exposure which has resulted can 
bo offset by cooling the mlllc and main 
tabling it. at a low temperature. 


The cooling of milk should tie done
